"We are starting a new fiscal year 


—a year which will be the largest in 
the history of the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration from the standpoint of 
giving 
financial 
and 
agricultural 


guidance to more families," he said. 
"We will have sufficient 
funds to 


increase considerably the number of 
needy low-income families who arc 
on the rehabilitation program." 


Approximately 
54,000 low - income 


farm families have received loans from 
the Farm Security Administration this 
year. Lack of sufficient funds and 
land prevented several thousand more 
families from obtaining loans. 


Just how many more families the 


FSA will be able to aid during the 
next 12 months will be decided in a 
few weeks after regional officials have 
completed the preliminary program, 
Mr. Reid said.

41 .also call for an expanded tenant 
purchase program in Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana.

The whole thing will soon 
be over, so far as the Individual is 
concerned. 


The second answer is the answer 


?iven by spiritualists, who believj 
that there is evidence of life after 
death in communication in the spirit 
world with those who have departed 
this life. The value of the evidence 
offered varies greatly, but the fact 
:hat there has been much deceit and 
fraud does not justify the 
open- 


minded investigator in disregarding 
much evidence that is more impres- 
sive and that is not so easily ex- 
plained away.' Numbers of eminent 
men and some who were eminent 
scientists, trained to appraise cause 
and effect, have. believed that immor- 
tality is demonstrated 
by spirilu- 


al phenomena. 


The third answer is that of Christ- 
an faith, whcih finds in the words 
of Jesus and in the New Testament 
clear hope of immortality— although it 
should be emphasized that Christian-
